To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Berkshire  Education  Committee. 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Reports  on  the  School  Health 
Service  for  the  years  1960  and  1961. 

The  year  1960  saw  an  extremely  important  development,  namely,  the 
revision  by  the  Education  Committee  of  its  Development  Plan  for  special 
education  in  relation  to  educationally  subnormal  children.  At  present  the 
Committee  maintains  two  schools  for  these  children:  Holyport  Manor  School 
(64  day  pupils,  mixed;  46  boarders,  girls)  and  Tesdale  School,  Abingdon  (100 
day  pupils,  mixed).  In  addition,  a small  number  of  children  attend  the 
special  schools  of  other  authorities;  14  day  places  are  offered  at  Park  School, 
Slough;  a small  number  of  children  attend  at  the  Central  School,  Swindon, 
and  Avenue  School,  Reading;  and  some  children  (23  in  January,  1960)  are 
at  residential  special  schools  of  other  authorities,  or  at  independent  schools. 
The  total  number  of  educationally  subnormal  pupils  actually  in  special  schools 
of  all  types  was  about  250  at  the  end  of  1960  and  there  were  then  225  children 
on  the  waiting  list  for  a special  school.  The  new  Development  Plan  will  provide 
an  additional  365  places  in  special  schools  for  educationally  subnormal  pupils, 
as  follows: 

(1)  The  day  special  school  already  proposed  for  Newbury  will  be 
provided  in  1962/63  and  will  accommodate  115  mixed  pupils 
aged  7 to  16. 

(2)  Holyport  Manor  will  be  reorganised  in  1963/64,  so  as  to  provide 
for  170  day  pupils  aged  7 to  16  years. 

(3)  A new  day  school  for  160  children  aged  7 to  16  will  be  provided 
in  1964/65  at  Wokingham. 

(4)  Two  day  special  classes,  one  for  15  children  aged  7 to  16,  and  the 
other  for  15  children  aged  12  to  16,  will  be  opened  in  Faringdon 
in  1962/63. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  present  waiting  list  of  225  is  balanced  by 
additional  places  to  the  number  of  365.  It  was  considered  at  this  first  review 
of  the  relevant  sections  of  the  Development  Plan  that  the  new  accommoda- 
tion would  provide  for  all  the  children  requiring  this  type  of  special  education 
who  are  recommended  for  such  education  as  at  March,  1965,  when  the  new 
Development  Plan  will  have  been  implemented.  But  further  reviews  were 
called  for  before  very  long,  and  this  illustrates  how  rapidly  conditions  and  needs 
are  now  liable  to  change  in  Berkshire.  In  July,  1961  Circular  11/61  of  the 
Ministry  of  Education  appeared  and  this  alone  required  that  the  Committee 
should  again  review  its  plans  for  the  special  education  of  educationally  sub- 
normal children.  The  new  Development  Plan  appeared  to  meet  the  majority 
of  points  made  in  the  Circular,  but  it  was  now  known  that  already  there  were 
no  less  than  30  children  on  the  waiting  list  for  Tesdale  School,  Abingdon.  It 
was  eventually  decided,  in  November,  1961,  that  two  additional  temporary 
classrooms  were  urgently  required  at  Tesdale  School,  that  provision  for  the 
two  Faringdon  classes  should  be  made  on  a temporary  basis  and  that  in  two 
or  three  years  time  consideration  should  be  given  to  amending  the  Develop- 
ment Plan  to  include  an  additional  day  special  school  in  north-west  Berkshire. 
All  these  developments  are  a clear  indication  that  the  Education  Committee 
is  determined  to  press  on  with  the  expansion  of  its  provision  for  educationally 
subnormal  children,  with  a view  to  meeting  as  soon  as  possible  the  needs  of 
all  such  children  in  the  county.  This  expansion  cannot  of  course  be  as  rapid 
as  we  would  wish,  because  capital  provision  is  strictly  limited,  and  these  schools 


must  take  their  share  together  with  the  much  more  numerous  ordinary  schools, 
which  themselves  continue  to  require  rapid  development  in  face  of  the  growth 
of  the  school  population.  It  is  however  a matter  for  the  greatest  satisfaction 
that  the  Development  Plan  as  now  amended  has  as  its  clear  aim  the  achieve- 
ment of  eventual  sufficiency  in  relation  to  what  is  undoubtedly,  if  only  because 
of  the  number  of  children  involved,  the  most  important  category  of  special 
education. 

A feature  of  the  new  Development  Plan  is  an  increased  emphasis  on  the 
day  school  as  opposed  to  the  boarding  school.  Not  the  least  of  the  advantages 
of  the  former  is  that  it  appears  to  meet  better  the  wishes  of  parents.  The 
Education  Committee  has  never  as  yet,  and  this  with  full  justification,  en- 
forced the  attendance  of  a child  at  a special  boarding  school  for  educationally 
subnormal  pupils  against  the  wishes  of  the  parents,  and  an  appreciable  pro- 
portion of  these  parents  are  unwilling  for  their  children  to  leave  home  in  order 
to  go  to  a residential  school.  Often  therefore  at  the  present  time  a child  who 
would  benefit  greatly  by  special  education  fails  to  do  so  because  a boarding 
school  is  the  only  available  school  for  the  purpose.  The  new  plan  meets 
this  serious  difficulty.  It  is  envisaged  that  in  the  long  term  only  about  45 
of  these  children  (30  boys  and  15  girls)  will  need  boarding  places.  To  balance 
this  change  of  emphasis  towards  days  schools,  it  is  therefore  proposed  to 
establish  boarding  hostels  for  15  boys  aged  11  to  16  at  Maidenhead  and  at 
Newbury,  and  one  for  15  girls  aged  11  to  16  at  Holyport  Manor. 

The  new  developments  are  welcome  also  because  they  provide  for  the 
younger  children  in  this  category,  and  it  is  these  who  are  now  most  in  need 
of  special  education.  Praise  is  due  to  the  many  teachers  who  are  doing  their 
best  for  these  children,  often  only  with  difficulty,  in  ordinary  schools. 

It  will  still  be  necessary,  of  course,  to  continue  to  develop  special  classes 
for  educationally  subnormal  pupils  at  ordinary  schools,  and  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  there  are  at  the  present  time  nearly  500  children  on  the  waiting 
list  for  such  classes. 

There  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  serious  difficulty  that  has  so  long  per- 
sisted in  regard  to  the  recruitment  of  dental  staff.  With  the  present  number 
of  school  children  there  should  be  19  dentists.  The  average  number  of  dentists 
on  the  staff  during  1960  and  1961  was  the  equivalent  of  six  and  a quarter 
full  time  dentists.  The  Committee  gave  special  consideration  to  the  matter 
in  May,  1961.  There  was  one  ray  of  hope.  The  first  two  year  course  for 
the  Dental  Auxiliaries  is  now  in  progress  at  the  new  Training  Centre  at  the 
New  Cross  Hospital  in  London.  The  course  finishes  in  September,  1962, 
and  we  must  hope  that  at  least  one  of  these  new  assistants  in  the  dental  field 
will  want  to  come  to  Berkshire.  They  will  work  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  a dental  surgeon  and  will  carry  out  the  more  straightforward  treatment 
procedures.  I have  recently  visited  the  Centre  in  the  company  of  the  Senior 
Dental  Officer,  and  we  were  very  much  impressed  by  the  quality  of  the  course 
and  by  the  excellent  type  of  girl  that  has  been  selected  from  a very  large  number 
of  applicants  to  produce  this  first  group  of  60  Auxiliaries. 

I am  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  on  this  occasion  to  produce  the  Reports 
for  two  years  in  one  volume.  The  consideration  by  the  Committee  of  some 
very  important  matters  has  extended  over  this  two  year  period,  and  it  has 
also  been  possible  to  bring  the  picture  up  to  date. 

The  closing  remarks  in  an  introduction  such  as  this  may  sometimes  appear 
to  be  something  of  a formality.  In  the  Royal  County  of  Berkshire  this  is  far 


from  being  the  case.  I continue  to  be  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Education 
Committee,  and  especially  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Special  Services 
Sub-committee,  for  the  kindness  and  interest  which  I have  once  again  enjoyed 
at  their  hands.  Neither  is  it  a formality  to  thank  the  Director  of  Education 
and  his  numerous  staff  in  many  categories  for  their  unfaihng  help  and  con- 
sideration. It  is  with  no  less  sincerity  that  I thank  my  own  staff  for  the 
way  in  which  they  have  sustained  their  own  very  high  standard  of  work  at 
all  times.

Medical  Inspection. 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  (a)  as  soon  as  possible  after 
first  admission  to  a maintained  school;  (b)  as  soon  as  possible  after  attaining 
the  age  of  eight  years;  (c)  in  the  last  year  at  a primary  school;  and  (d)  at 
secondary  schools,  as  soon  as  possible  after  attaining  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
and  annually  thereafter  unless  an  equivalent  inspection  is  provided  during  the 
pupil’s  last  year. 
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Special  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  in  respect  of:  (a)  children  referred 
on  account  of  suspected  defect  by  Head  Teachers,  parents,  Education  Welfare 
Officers,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  etc.:  (b)  children  within  the  various 
groups  of  Handicapped  Pupils.  In  addition,  re-inspection  is  carried  out 
whenever  the  nature  of  the  case  makes  this  desirable.  Absentees  from  medical 
inspection  are  given  new  appointments  at  the  next  opportunity  at  the 
particular  school. 


Hygienic  Conditions  in  Schools. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  report  on  the  hygienic  conditions  in  each 
school  once  a year  and  details  are  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Education 
for  action  when  necessary. 

There  are  still  many  older  schools  that  require  substantial  improvements 
in  regard  to  sanitary  accommodation,  but  the  programme  of  work  for  this 
purpose  is  limited  in  view  of  the  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  generally, 
and  because  of  the  need  to  allocate  such  a large  share  of  the  available  capital 
to  the  provision  of  new  schools,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  quite  exceptional 
annual  increase  in  school  population  that  has  occurred  in  recent  years  in  Berk- 
shire. 


Milk  in  Schools. 

Free  milk  is  supplied  to  all  children  in  attendance  at  school.  An  average 
of  39,746  children  were  supplied  daily  during  1960,  and  41,672  during  1961. 

It  was  again  possible  to  supply  to  every  school  either  tuberculin  tested 
or  pasteurised  milk. 


School  Meals. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  for  payment  averaged  31,334  a day  during 
1960  (compared  with  28,392  in  1959),  and  a further  834  were  supplied  free. 
The  corresponding  figures  for  1961  were  respectively  34,629  and  959. 

In  both  1960  and  1961,  the  daily  average  of  meals  supplied  showed  in 
comparison  with  the  previous  year  a proportionate  rise  that  was  appreciably 
higher  than  that  for  total  school  population. 


Physical  Training  in  Schools. 

Special  attention  is  given  by  the  medical  staff  to  children  requiring  sus- 
pension or  reduction  of  physical  activities  on  health  grounds,  and  all  cases 
are  periodically  reviewed. 
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Employment  of  School  Children. 

Applications  were  received  in  respect  of  706  children  for  the  issue  of 
Employment  Certificates  during  1960  and  854  in  1961,  compared  with  644 
in  1959.  A medical  examination  was  made  in  each  case;  4 children  were 
found  to  be  medically  unfit  for  employment  in  1960  and  none  in  1961.  The

Special  attention  is  paid  at  last  medical  inspection  to  those  children  who 
should  not  be  engaged  on  leaving  school  in  certain  types  of  employment  or 
under  certain  working  conditions.  Where  necessary  the  prescribed  certificates 
are  issued  and  the  unsuitable  employments  or  working  conditions  are  specified; 
61  such  certificates  were  given  during  1960  and  61  in  1961;  in  1959  the  figure 
was  43. 
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FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 


AND 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT 


Physical  Condition. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  assess  the  physical  condition  and  nutritional 
state  of  all  children  examined  in  the  periodic  age  groups.  The  results  are 
shown  in  Tables  1 on  pages  14,  15,  16  and  17. 

The  percentage  of  children  in  1960  whose  general  condition  was  unsatis- 
factory was  1.1.  The  figure  for  1959  was  0.6.  Statistically  speaking  this 
difference  is  just  significant.  However,  the  percentage  remains  very  low. 
The  observed  difference  is  most  probably  due  to  chance.  This  is  supported 
by  the  fact  that  in  1961  the  percentage  had  again  fallen,  to  0.5.  The  standard 
of  general  condition  continues  to  be  excellent,  with  about  99  per  cent  of  the 
children  satisfactory  in  regard  to  this  very  important  feature. 

Children  Requiring  Treatment. 

In  1960  a total  of  2,116  individual  children  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  2,317  defects  considered  to  require  treatment,  a percentage  of  13.5  of 
all  children  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspection.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  1961  was  14.5. 

Skin  Disease  and  Minor  Ailments. 

A total  of  479  attendances  were  made  at  the  Minor  x\ilments  Clinics  in 
Maidenhead  and  Windsor  during  196C,  and  425  in  1961.  Other  children 
obtained  treatment  from  School  or  District  Nurses,  at  the  out-patient  depart- 
ments of  hospitals,  or  from  general  medical  practitioners.  The  School  Nurses 
treated  1,106  cases  of  minor  ailments  during  1960  and  1,126  in  1961.

The  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  still  verminous  after  re-examination 
shows  a significant  improvement  in  1961  as  compared  with  1960.  Emphasis 
continues  to  be  laid  on  the  treatment  of  the  whole  family  in  this  condition. 

The  School  Nurses  made  a total  of  6,011  home  visits  during  1960  and  6,381 
in  1961,  in  connection  with  both  verminous  conditions  and  minor  ailments 
combined. 

Eyes  (Defective  Vision,  Squint,  and  External  Eye  Diseases). 

Children  found  at  periodic  medical  inspection  to  have  defective  vision, 
squint,  or  external  eye  disease  are  referred  to  ophthalmic  surgeons.  Eye 
clinics  were  held  on  249  occasions  in  1960  and  254  in  1961  at  13  centres.  The 
following  table  summarises  the  work  carried  out  at  the  eye  clinics  during 


the  two  years: —

Spectacles  are  now  usually  obtained  through  private  opticians  under  the 
National  Health  Service. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  continued  to  provide  the  medical  staff  at  the 
special  eye  clinics  for  school  children,  and  the  education  authority  all  other 
provision,  and  the  arrangements  enable  school  children  to  receive  prompt 
attention  without  having  to  travel  the  long  distances  that  are  often  entailed 
if  they  can  go  only  to  hospitals. 

Cases  of  squint  are  treated  by  Orthoptists  at  special  clinics,  and  these 
are  held  at  five  centres,  as  follows: — 
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The  Eye  Hospital,  Oxford. 

Greenham  House,  Newbury. 

The  Hospital,  Maidenhead. 

Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading. 

King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor. 

Operative  treatment  for  squint  is  provided  at  hospitals  in  Oxford  and 
Reading.  During,  1960  221  cases  of  squint  were  referred  for  operation  or 
orthoptic  exercises,  and  209  cases  in  1961. 

Two  new  cases  were  admitted  to  special  schools  for  the  blind  during  1960 
and  there  were  3 discharges;  the  figures  for  1961  were  2 and  2 respectively. 
There  were  no  new  admissions  to  special  schools  for  the  partially  sighted  and 
1 case  was  discharged  in  1960.  There  were  4 new  admissions  and  1 discharge 
in  1961. 

Ear  Disease. 

A total  of  55  cases  of  otitis  media  requiring  treatment  were  found  during 
1960  and  46  during  1961. 

The  School  Nurses  visit  all  cases  of  ear  disease  when  it  is  known  that  no 
doctor  is  in  attendance,  and  parents  are  urged  to  seek  the  necessary  treatment. 

There  were  4 new  admissions  to  special  schools  for  the  deaf  in  1960  and 
6 cases  were  discharged  from  such  schools;  the  corresponding  figures  for  1961 
were  4 and  5 respectively.  The  number  of  new  admissions  to  special  schools 
for  the  partially  deaf  during  1960  was  2 and  there  were  3 discharges;  in  1961 
there  were  4 admissions  and  3 discharges. 

The  Education  Committee’s  scheme  for  the  special  education  of  deaf  children 
is  a joint  one  with  Hampshire  and  Surrey.  The  children  first  enter  Donnington 
Lodge,  Newbury,  and  remain  there  until  they  are  eight.  They  then  move  to 
St.  Thomas’s  School,  Basingstoke,  or  to  Portley  House  School,  Caterham, 
Surrey,  where  they  stay  until  they  are  twelve  years  of  age.  Then,  unless 
accepted  at  the  Mary  Hare  Grammar  School,  Newbury,  or  Burwood  Park 
Technical  School  for  Boys  at  Walton-on-Thames,  they  go  on  to  Nutfield  Priory 
School,  Redhill,  Surrey,  where  they  remain  until  they  are  sixteen  or  older. 

In  January,  1961  it  was  decided  that  the  scheme  should  be  reviewed 
in  1962.  However,  the  very  rapid  development  by  an  increasing  number  of 
authorities  of  special  day  classes  for  deaf  children  compelled  the  Education 
Committee  to  review  this  whole  problem  before  the  end  of  1961.  In  July  of 
that  year  it  was  apparent  that  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  at  Donnington 
Lodge,  with  its  total  accommodation  for  86,  was  unlikely  to  exceed  40  in 
September,  1962.  It  was  decided,  in  consultation  with  the  other  authorities 
in  the  scheme,  that  the  four  schools  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph 
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would  soon  have  to  be  reduced  to  three,  with  the  closing  of  either  St.  Thomas’s 
School,  Basingstoke  or  of  Donnington  Lodge.  The  Education  Committee 
favoured  the  expansion  of  Donnington  Lodge  so  as  to  take  children  up  to  12. 
In  November,  1961  there  was  a meeting  at  the  Ministry  of  Education  between 
officers  of  the  three  authorities.  It  was  later  decided  that  Berkshire  and 
Hampshire  should  each  submit  their  separate  proposals  for  the  enlargement 
respectively  of  Donnington  Lodge  and  of  St.  Thomas’s  School  and  it  was 
understood  that  the  Ministry  would  consider  the  relative  merits  of  the  two 
schemes. 

Nose  and  Throat  Conditions. 

Cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  considered  to  require  operative 
treatment  are  referred  to  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  specialists  at  general 
hospitals.  The  number  of  cases  referred  in  this  way  during  1961  was  84, 
compared  with  104  in  the  previous  year,  and  89  in  1959.  Before  referring  a 
case  to  hospital,  attention  is  paid  to  the  possibility  of  benefit  from  dental  or 
dietetic  measures  and  to  the  advisability  of  a period  of  observation,  for  under 
such  conditions  many  cases  undergo  spontaneous  resolution. 

Speech. 

Children  found  at  periodic  medical  inspection  to  be  suffering  from  speech 
defects  requiring  treatment  are  referred  to  the  full-time  Speech  Therapists 
(of  which  there  are  three)  and  a few  cases  are  treated  at  King  Edward  VII 
Hospital,  Windsor.  A list  of  clinics  will  be  found  on  page  26. 

A total  of  381  children  made  5,489  attendances  at  speech  clinics  during  1961 
and  there  were  151  new  cases.  In  the  previous  year  366  children  made  a 
total  of  4,548  attendances  and  there  were  124  new  cases.

A total  of  118  cases  were  still  undergoing  treatment  or  under  observation 
at  the  end  of  1960,  while  a further  144  cases  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  examina- 
tion by  the  Speech  Therapists.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1961  were  439 
and  59  respectively.  The  differences  between  the  figures  for  the  two  years 
are  due  to  the  fact  that  two  of  the  Speech  Therapists  left  in  September,  1960 
and  it  was  not  possible  to  replace  them  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  child  was  receiving  education  in  a special  school  for  children  with 
speech  defects  during  1960,  and  there  were  no  admissions  or  discharges  during 
that  year.  In  1961  there  were  2 new  admissions  and  2 discharges  from  these 
schools. 

Dental  Defects. 

A Special  Report  by  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  will  be  found 
on  page  12,  and  the  statistical  table  appears  on  page  24. 

Handicapped  Pupils. 

All  children  coming  within  the  various  categories  of  handicapped  pupils 
were  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspections,  together  with  new  cases  con- 
sidered likely  to  require  treatment. 

Spastic  Paralysis. 

The  Authority’s  Spastic  Unit  was  continued  at  Markham  House, 
Wokingham.  Arrangements  for  regular  visits  by  a physiotherapist  and  by  a 
Speech  Therapist  were  maintained.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  erection 
in  the  grounds  of  St.  Crispin’s  School,  Wokingham  of  a new  Spastic  Unit,  to 
replace  the  unsatisfactory  temporary  arrangements  at  Markham  House.  The 
new  unit  is  to  be  called  ‘‘  West  Mead,”  after  an  old  house  that  was  formerly 
on  the  site.  Building  began  in  June,  1961  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building 
will  be  available  for  use  early  in  1962. 

Many  milder  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  attend  ordinary  schools,  and  these 
children  are  specially  examined  at  school  medical  inspection. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart. 

Children  suffering  from  heart  disease  which  does  not  prevent  their 
attendance  at  school  are  supervised  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Those 
unable  to  attend  school  are  visited  in  their  homes.  The  number  of  children 
with  a heart  condition  considered  to  require  treatment  during  1961  was  71, 
compared  with  46  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  acute  rheumatism  continues  to  be  very  small.  The 
Special  Unit  for  research  into  Acute  Rheumatism  at  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
Memorial  Hospital,  Taplow,  Buckinghamshire,  continued  its  work,  and  a 
number  of  Berkshire  children  were  admitted  during  the  year. 
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Tuberculosis. 

There  were  10  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  school  children  notified 
during  1960.  A further  2 new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  20  and  2 respectively.  In  1961  there  were  7 cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis and  1 of  non-pulmonary.  The  continued  fall  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  gratifying  and  reflects  a national  tendency. 

The  average  annual  number  of  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in 
the  ten  years  immediately  preceding  1960  was  13  and  for  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis in  the  same  period  of  ten  years  this  figure  was  17. 

Orthopaedic  Defects. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Nuffield  Orthopaedic  Centre,  Oxford. 

Clinics  are  held  at: — 

Abingdon,  Warren  Hospital. 

Henley,  Southfield  Hall. 

Maidenhead,  The  Hospital. 

Newbury,  Greenham  House. 

Oxford,  Radcliffe  Infirmary.

Wantage,  Cottage  Hospital. 

Windsor,  King  Edward  VII  Hospital. 

Wokingham,  Memorial  Clinic. 

A total  of  267  children  were  referred  for  treatment  at  these  clinics  during 
1960  and  339  during  1961. 

Ten  children  were  admitted  to  special  schools  and  5 children  were  dis- 
charged during  1960;  the  figures  for  1961  were  13  and  4 respectively. 

Statistical  details  will  be  found  in  Table  3 on  page  22. 

Epilepsy. 

Children  suffering  from  epilepsy  whose  condition  does  not  prevent  them 
from  attending  school  are  examined  each  year  as  “Specials”  at  medical 
inspection,  and  those  who  are  unable  to  attend  school  are  supervised  in  their 
homes. 

During  1960,  75  children  suffering  fom  epilepsy  were  examined  and  73 
during  1961.  There  were  2 new  admissions  to  special  schools  for  epileptics 
during  1960  and  1 child  was  discharged;  the  corresponding  figures  for  1961 
were  3 and  3 respectively. 
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Educationally  Sub-Normal  Children. 

Special  reference  is  made  to  this  category  of  children  in  the  introduction 
to  this  Report. 

School  Medical  Officers  holding  the  necessary  special  qualification  com- 
pleted 411  intelligence  tests  on  school  children  during  1960  compared  with 
488  in  the  previous  year.  In  1961,  390  such  children  were  examined. 

In  1960,  62  children  were  admitted  to  special  schools  for  educationally 
subnormal  children,  and  there  were  47  admissions  during  1961.  The  numbers 
of  discharges  from  such  schools  during  the  two  years  were  43  and  33  respectively. 

There  were  717  of  these  children  awaiting  special  education  at  the  end 
of  1960  and  838  at  the  end  of  1961.  Of  these,  the  number  of  children  waiting 
for  a special  school  was  225  in  1960  and  254  in  1961;  the  number  waiting  for  a 
special  class  in  an  ordinary  school  was  492  in  1960,  and  584  in  1961. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. 

During  1961  a total  of  23  children  were  considered,  after  testing,  to  be 
so  mentally  sub-normal  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  report  them  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  The  numbers 
of  children  reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  each  of  the  last  three 
years  previous  to  1961  were  respectively  89,  49  and  56.  As  far  as  possible  a 
final  decision  to  report  a child  as  ineducable  is  deferred  until  the  child  is  seven; 
exceptions  are  only  made  to  this  rule  in  the  worst  cases. 

Maladjusted  Pupils. 

The  Berkshire  Child  Guidance  Clinics  were  formerly  provided  by  a Joint 
Committee  of  the  Berkshire  County  and  Reading  Borough  Education  Com- 
mittees, with  Headquarters  at  27,  Kidmore  Road,  Caversham,  Reading,  and  a 
branch  at  3,  Clare  Road,  Maidenhead.  In  1957  the  Ministry  of  Education 
approved  the  making  of  separate  arrangements  by  the  two  authorities.  The 
new  arrangements,  which  have  worked  very  well,  were  considered  more  fully 
in  the  previous  Report.  Clinics  are  now  held  at: — 

Abingdon:  Summerfield  Hostel; 

Caversham:  27,  Kidmore  Road; 

Faringdon:  Health  Centre; 

Maidenhead:  3,  Clare  Road; 

Newbury:  Greenham  House. 

Hostels  are  provided  at: — 

“ Summerfield,”  Abingdon; 

Greenfield  House,  Maidenhead; 

Field  House,  Wokingham. 
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The  Reading  Borough  Hostels  at  St.  Peter’s  Hill  and  Whiteknights  Road 
are  also  used. 

In  November,  1960  it  was  recommended  by  the  Child  Guidance  Section 
that  a special  day  class  for  15  maladjusted  children  should  be  provided  at 
Maidenhead,  that  a new  building  for  the  purpose  should  be  erected  in  the 
grounds  of  the  present  Hostel  for  maladjusted  boys  at  Green  Field  House  in 
Maidenhead,  and  that  suitable  financial  provision  should  be  made  in  the 
estimates  for  1962/63.  In  1961  it  was  decided  for  reasons  of  economy  that 
this  project  should  not  be  proceeded  with  for  the  time  being. 

Statistics  of  the  work  carried  out  will  be  found  in  Table  5 on  page  25. 

Twenty-five  new  cases  were  admitted  to  special  schools  for  maladjusted 
children  during  1960  and  19  cases  were  discharged;  the  corresponding  figures 
for  1961  were  23  and  16  respectively. 

Nursery  Schools. 

These  schools  are  periodically  visited  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  and 
the  children  in  attendance  are  medically  examined.  The  School  Nurses  assist 
at  these  inspections  and,  in  addition,  visit  each  school  once  a month  in  order 
to  make  a general  examination  of  each  child.  The  total  number  examined  by 
the  School  Medical  Officers  was  515  (including  “Specials”)  during  1960  and 
517  during  1961. 

Special  Examinations. 

Special  arrangements  were  made  for  Medical  inspection  to  be  carried 
out  at:  (i)  Roysse’s  School,  Abingdon;  (ii)  Holyport  Manor  School;  (hi)  Donning- 
ton  Lodge  Special  School  for  the  Deaf  and  (iv)  Easthampstead  Park  Training 
College  for  Teachers. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER 

REGARDING 

DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

FOR  THE  YEARS 

1960  AND  1961 


During  the  past  two  years  we  have  lost  the  services  of  two  full-time  dental 
officers  and  four  part-time  officers.  The  full-time  officers  were  Miss  Currie  of 
the  Maidenhead  Clinic  who  retired  in  April,  1960  on  the  grounds  of  ill  health 
and  Miss  Smith  from  the  Wokingham  area  who  resigned  in  August,  1960  to 
take  up  an  appointment  with  another  local  authority. 

Two  of  the  four  part-time  officers,  Mrs.  Alner  and  Mr.  Bradley,  resigned 
in  March,  1961  and  August,  1961  owing  to  increasing  personal  responsibilities, 
having  been  with  us  for  six  months  and  a year  respectively.  These  two  officers 
were  doing  nine  sessions  a week  at  the  Maidenhead  Clinic.  The  third  part-time 
officer  Mr.  Kerley  who  resigned  in  August,  1961  had  been  holding  two  sessions 
a week  in  his  own  surgery  for  eight  years.  Mr.  Davies  Evans  commenced 
work  at  the  Maidenhead  Clinic  in  July,  1961  and  did  seven  sessions  a week  but 
unfortunately,  owing  to  domestic  affairs,  he  resigned  at  the  end  of  September, 
1961.  In  September,  1960  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of 
Colonel  Pank,  late  of  the  Royal  Army  Dental  Corps,  who  was  appointed  full-time 
dental  officer  for  the  Wokingham  area  and  Mrs.  Dolder  who  commenced  work  at 
the  Didcot  Clinic  for  four  sessions  a week.  Mr.  Hewett  joined  the  staff  in  January, 
1961  and  Mrs.  Rosenstrauch  in  October,  1961  for  four  and  three  sessions  a week 
respectively.  The  latter  is  now  the  only  officer  working  at  the  Maidenhead  Clinic. 

The  working  of  the  Windsor  Clinic  has  been  difficult  owing  to  the  illness  of  the 
dental  attendant  for  the  past  eight  months.  At  the  end  of  December,  1961  our 
total  strength  was  five  full-time  dental  officers,  including  myself,  and  three 
part-time  dental  officers  working  a total  of  eleven  sessions  a week  and  giving 
a total  strength  equal  to  six  full-time  dental  officers  which  compared  with  Decem- 
ber, 1959  shows  a decrease  of  two-elevenths  in  terms  of  full-time  dental  officers. 
The  constant  staffing  changes  make  a considerable  increase  in  administrative  work. 

For  some  eight  months  of  1960  there  was  no  dental  officer  at  Maidenhead 
and  we  have  since  only  been  able  to  maintain  a part-time  service.  We  are 
unfortunately  not  attracting  young  full-time  officers  who  are  prepared  to  make 
a career  in  the  service  and  this  is  typical  throughout  the  country.  It  means 
that,  to  a large  extent,  reliance  has  to  be  placed  on  a changing  part-time  staff 
and  this  has  many  drawbacks. 

The  new  clinic  at  Didcot  is  now  functioning  but  the  “ waiting  room  ” 
accommodation  and  lack  of  a recovery  room  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

The  Bracknell  Clinic  is  now  open  and  is  very  delightful  and  well  designed. 
We  have  not,  so  far,  been  able  to  appoint  a full-time  dental  officer  and  are  only 
with  difficulty  able  to  run  a part-time  service. 

Unless  we  have  up  to  date  clinics  with  modern  equipment  we  shall  not  attract 
the  right  type  of  entrant  into  the  service  even  if  other  conditions  are  made 
attractive. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  help  and  co-operation  given 
by  both  professional  and  clerical  staff  and  am  also  much  indebted  to  the  Head 
and  teaching  staff  of  the  schools  for  all  their  help  which  does  so  much  to  ensure 
the  efficient  running  of  the  dental  service.
